Dead 


Voronto, March's, Hon. Balward 
Blake, one of the most celebrated of 
Canadign public inen, died at his 
residence, 45 Jarvis street, yesterday, 
after an illness of five years. He was 
for anumber of years leader of the 
Liberal party in the Dominion. 

The death of Hon. Edward Blake 
removes from Canadian and imperial 
His potitical 
career began in 1867 when ‘he was 
mons and t6 tle Ontatio legislature. 
ku 1869 he accepted the: leadership oi 
the Liberals in the legislature and he 
formed, in 1871, the federal adminis 
fration that succeeded the Sanfield 
Macdonald government, becoming 
president of the council. On the 
abolishin:nt of dual representation he 
tesigned the premiership and was suc 
ceeded by’ Sir Oliver Mowat. Mr, 
Blake then devoted ali his, attention to 
federal polities, and in 1873 he hecame 
amember ofthe Pasy Council, and 
in 1875 he was appointed min ster of 
justice. On the defeat of the Liberal 
party i) 6878 be became its leader in 
Opposition, in which position he was 
succeeded, on retirihg in 1884, be- 
cause of ill health, by Sir Wilfred 
Laurier. In «892 he ran for the Iin- 
perial Parliament, standing for South 
Langford, and was elected, the vote 
for him bewg 2544, while his oppo- 
nent, J.C Miller, only received 347.
